STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Washington, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
town on Tuesday, March 8th, 1932, at 10 A. M. to act upon the 
following subjects: 

Article 1. To elect a Town Clerk, Treasurer, one Selectman 
for three years, Road Agents, Auditor, Member of Trust Funds 
Committee for three years, Tax Collector, Library Committee, 
one member for three years, and all other town officers. 

Article 2. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the repair of its highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 

Article 3. To see if the town will raise and set apart the 
amount required by the State for the building of permanent high- 
ways for the ensuing year. 

Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the maintenance of State Highways for the ensuing year. 

Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
to defray town charges. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise enough money 
to pay the deficit in the Selectmen’s account on February Ist, 1932. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise for 
the observance of Memorial Day. 

Article 8. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for the control of White Pine Blister Rust. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$75.00 for the purpose of mowing the cemeteries, the work to 
be done before July 4th. If any balance occurs it shall be used 
for general care. 

Article 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of the Shedd Free Library. 
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Article 11. To see if the town will vote to accept a legacy 
of $100.00 from Minnie G. Carpenter and perpetually care for the 
Hiram J. Gage lot in the East Cemetery. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to give any resident 
citizen of the town of Washington who is taxed therein on real 
estate property, a prior opportunity to work off the whole or any 
part of said taxes by making application to the Agents in charge. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to convey to Perley 
H. Crane, by deed, the stone pit and right of way leading thereto ; 
said pit and right of way being the same as bounded and des- 
cribed in deed of Allen E. Follansbee and wife to the town of 
Washington and recorded in Sullivan County Registry of Deeds, 
and no longer used by the town. Also a parcel of land used as 
a gravel pit and deeded to the town of Washington by Charles 
French, February 16th, 1880. 

Article 14. To see if the town will accept a free right of 
way across the George P. Fowler land from the upper end of 
cemetery to the old Marlow road and keep the same in repair. 
Said road to be subject to gates and bars and used as an exit only. 

Article 15. To transact any other business legally coming 
before said meeting.
